First, good soil, add plenty of manure and fertilizer to your bed. Feed at least once a 
month, after plants are established. Set 10 inches apart both ways. If you want to 
grow more than one flower to the plant, pinch the top out after the plant becomes 
established, this will make it branch out; select 2, 3 or 4 stems, tie to a stake, and keep 
all side shoots off this stem by breaking them off. Each shoot will develop several buds 
on the top. Select the center bud, or if this is not perfect, select the next best one, 
all other buds should be pinched off. Cover plants for winter with hay or straw.
